The further consideration of Mr- 
Thurman’s motion to discharge the 
committee on privileges and elections 
from the further consideration of the 
credentials of Senator M. C. Batler, of 
South Carolina, conspired tc make yes- 
terday’s session of the senate an ex 
ceedingly lively one. Mr. Congling,

of the late G. Bill Curtis, of Nast’s 
Weakly Harpers (and other string 
bands)—hbad gone so far as to discover 
that the ambient air was largely laden 
with the odor of a 1at. Conkiing is 
Crusher and the senate was duly 
Crushed. Each particular  states~ 
man on the republican side 
no doubt stood on end and made the 
mental inquiry: “Am I the villain to 
whom this great and good man al- 
ludes ?” 

When the magnificent New Yorker 
had rearranged his curls and taken his 
seat, the venerable Edmunds, of Ver« 
moat, arose and shook out the prime- 
val folds of his brass buttous and pros 
ceeded to address the senate from over 
the edge of hisstanding-collar. The 
tone of this speech is elab. 
orately sarcastic — in fact we 
may confine ourselves strictly within 
the limits of the truth and still say 
that it was overwhelmingly sarcastic.

Some days ago we published what 
purported to be the substance of a decision ren- 
dered by Judge John I. Halil, in Henry superior 
court, in the case of the town marsbal of Hamp- 
ton charged with assault and battery. The 
mershal arrested a drunken man and con fived 
him in prison without a warrant and hence the 
prosecation. Under the charge of the court the 
marsha! was found guilty. 

A STARTLING DECISION. 

From the report first made of the case the 
pu dlie received the impression that police offi- 
cere would be required to have @ warrant to 
justify them in making an arrest, or when they 
had arrested an offender be compelled to at once 
take him before s magistrate for trial. So start- 
ling a proposition attracted immediate attention 
throughout the state and has caused considera- 
ble comment. 

The meagre report of the case did not properiy 
state it, and hence bas injustice been done Judge 
Hall The reporter, in the Griffia News. 
gives the ful) particulazs and potnts of the case, 
making the (iec.sion imtedigible and showing 
the settled rules upon whieh it was based. 
JUDGE HALL’s CHARGE

WasHuinaton, November 22.— The 
foilowing is a synopsis of the debate in 
the house on the deticiency appropria- 
tion bill : 

Mr. Singleton, a member of the ap- 
priation committee, explained the pro 
visions of the bill, 

Mr. Foster called attention te the 
fact that this was the second ency 
bill brought before the house, the for- 
mer one appropriating $2 500,000 and 
the present one $1,250,000. That was 
anotier illustration of the economy oi 
the democratic hou-e of last year. 

Mr. Beebe, of New York—Did not 
the naval deficiency grow out of the 
fact that the money appropriated at the 
last congress had been misap by 
the executive officers ? 

Mr. Foster—Not at all. There is 
great difference o! opinion about it, 

Mr. Singleton called attention to the 
tact that of $1,500,000 appropriated by 
the present bill $680,000 was a reappro- 
priation. : 

Mr. Foster replied that that was éne 
of the tactics of the democratic party, 
by which they hoped to deceive the 
country. Last yeer the democrats had 
stated they had saved $30,000,000. The 
books were made up and showed a 
saving of less than $!9,000000. He 
thought that an item of $250,000 should 
have been inserted for the completion 
of the new state department building. 

The bill was then read by clauses for 
amendment: The first parsgraph was 
for the payment of the awards of the 
court of claims to the amount of $694,- 
045 The paragraph specitied indiyidual 
ca: es and amounts. 

Mr. Garfield moved to strike out ail 
of the paragraph except the total 
amount. It wouid seem if the cases 
and amounts were specified, as if con- 
grees were exercising a revisory power 
over these judgments. 

Mr. Singieton replied that the para- 
graph followed the booa estimates. 
There was no reason why the casés 
and amounts should not be specified, 
particularly as some of the judgments 
drew interest and that interest had to 
be computed and provided for. 

Mr. Garfield—That is a matter tor 
the treasury department. 

Mr. Singleton also gave as a reason 
why a grosssum of money should not 
be ha, that there was out 
standing a judgment in iavor of the 
Pacific Railroad company, which by 
avreement was not to be paid until a 
certain time, and ifa gross sum were 
appropriated it might happen that the 
judgment would be paid.

The item for postmasters’ salaries 
having been reacned,Mr. Waddell gave 
notice that the postotlice committee 
would report a change of the present 
law, by which the compensation of 
postmasters is graded by the amount 
of stamps sold by them. He offered an 
amendment, appropriating the surplus 
of last year’s appropriation for the Star 
service—which means the carrying of 
mails by other than by railroads or 
steamers—to the same service for the 
current year. 

Mr.Blount,a member of the appropria- 
tions committee, opposed the amend-~ 
ment as an attempt to re-appropriate 
$700,000. 

Aftera long discussion,Mr. Waddell’s 
amendment was agreed to. 

Mr. Cox, of New York, offered an 
amendment making such appropriation 
as may be required to pay the wages of 
laborers, workmen and mechanics em- 
ployed by or in behalf of the govern- 
ment, in excess of eight hours’ labom per 
diem, as prescribed by law. 

Mr. Singleton opposed the amend- 
ment as being without head or tail,and 
utterly indefinite. 

Mr. Blountappesled to his own side of 
the house to stand by the committee on 
appropriations in resisting this and sim 
ilar efforts to load down appropriatiun 
bills. He reminded them that they had

IN THE SENATE, 


Wasainaton, November 22.—The 
senate occupied the morning hour in 
discussing the motion of Mr. Thurman 
to amend the journal of yesterday’s

WASHINGTON, November 18 —The 
report of Senator Kdmunds to the re~ 
publican senatorial caucus, yesterday, 
of the result of the conference of him- 
self and other senators with the presi- 
dent, on the political situation, has 
greatly aggravated the feeling of hos- 
tility which has been manifesting itself 
Aayainst the president since the assemb- 
ling of congress. ‘The senator said, in 
eff ct, that the points taken by the 
president in defence of his course were 
more suggestive of the wild fancies of a 
political dreamer than the sober sense 
of a statesman, that the president 
claimed that one of the beneficial re- 
sults of his policy would be the carry- 
ing of eight southern states for the re- 
publicans in the presidential contest 
in 1880. in propounding this remark-~ 
able declaration the president stated 
that, in the first place, there was an 
evident tendency on the part of the 
religious element south to support the 
administration and its policy; that it 
would be suilicieutly crysialized to 
make itself feltin the next presidential 
campaign. The president based his 
expectation of religious support upon 
letters and professions of bishops of 
the Methodist cliurch south. The sen- 
ator said the next point made was that 
the president claimed his policy 1s 
being received with great cordiality by 
the old line whigs of the south, and 
that he anticipated a larger support 
from that quarter. ‘The case of Fitz- 
simmon, democratic nominee for the 
Georgia marshalship, was referred to 
specially in connection with the gen- 
eral policy of appointing democratic 
officers in any part of the country. The 
president intimated that he proposed 
to select good men for office, and if the 
republican party did not furnish one 
he would take one from the democratic 
party. The senator remarked that he 
stated to the president that he did not 
agree with him in the appointment of 
democrats to office, and would never 
give his sanction to the confirmation of 
any democrat unless he would formally 
subscribe to a declaration, to be pub- 
lished in the public prints of his state, 
that he firmly believed in the consti- 
tution and its amendments, and that 
they were right, and that he would 
carry them out in their spirit and let- 
ter. He said the president replied to 
this, but that he did not regard such a 
declaration necessary ; that he took it 
for granted that the oath of office would 
cover all the points mentioned, In re- 
gard to the general question of appoint- 
ments, the senator said the president 
as much as said he proposed to follow 
his own views On this subject. As the 
conversation progressed the elements 
of opinion expressed were equally 
dericive, it being stated that the whig 
party of the south was a party of cast, 
and were even in greater antagonism 
to the republican party and the north 
than the religious element. The con- 
clusions reached by the caucus were to} 
pursue their own course on such ap- 
pointments as were not satisfactory, 
It was also decided that an effort 
should be made at once to seat Kel- 
logg, of Louisiana, and Corbin, of 
South Carolina. After a full day’s de- 
liberation the republican senators say 
to-night that the issue between them-~ 
selves and the president is now fairly 
made. Mr. Christiancy being regarded 
as the only doubtful senator. the ad- 
ministration ciaims to be able to count 
On at least six senators.

A GLIMPSE OF HISTORY. 


LINCOLN AND L&E.

The Offer te General Lee of the 
Command ef the United States 
Army. 


——-—-—-

In 1868 -several years afer the war 
—a senator io congress had the temer-~ 
ity to make the charge that Gen. Lee 
had spplied to President Lincoln for 
the command of the federal army des- 
tined to invade and subdue the south- 
ern states, and that, being refused, from 
pique and resentment he turned and 
offered his sword in aid of the southern 
cause, and thus was raised to tne chief 
command of the rebel forces. Oa the 
instant Mr. Roeverdv Johnson, of 
Maryland, himself a union mun, 
denounced the statement as un- 
true, saying that although he 
had not the authority of the accused to 
deny it, General Lee’s lofty character 
and unstained honor alone sufficed to 
repel the charge. This furnished the 
occasion for General Lee to give, 
through Mr. Johnson, not alone the 
conclusive proof of the incorrectness 
of the charge but the clear evidence 
that he had himself declined, from a 
stern sense of duty and honor, the 
very preferment which he was falsely 
accused of coveting. None can tell the 
extraordinery story in better terms 
than iemel ban himself, as contained 
in the following modest and ch sracter« 
istic letter addressed by him at the 
time to Reverdy Johnson,who not long 
before his death avouched to the con- 
tributor its entire authenticity: 

“LEXINGTON, VA., Feb. 25, 1868 
“Ilon, Reverdy Johnson, United States Senate, 
Washington. 


“My Dear Six: My attention has 
been called to the oflicial report of the 
debate inithe senate of the United 
States of the 1%:h instant, in which you 
did me the kiudpess to doubt the cor- 
rectness of the statement made by 
Simon Cameron in regard to myself. 
I desire that you may feel certain of my 
conduct on the occasion referred to, so 
far as my individual statement can 
make you so. I never intimated to 
any one that | desired the command of 
the United States army, nor did I ever 
have a conversation but with one gen- 
tleman (Mr. Francis Preston Blair) on 
the subject, which was at his invita~ 
tion, and, as | understood, at the in- 
stance of President Lincoln. After 
listening to his remarks | declined the 
offer he made me to take command of 
the army that was to be brought into 
the field, stating as candidly and cour- 
teously as | could that though opposed 
to secession and deprecating war, I 
could take no part in an invasion 
of the soutbern states.

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THE SOUTHERN QUESTION. 


Hon. Charles <Gayarte, the distin-~ 
guished historian of Louisiana, ¢ontri- 
butes setae number of the North 
American view’ paper which he 
entitles “The Southern Question.” It 
is a sort of hasty review ofthe causes | 
that led to the recent war, together 
with some remarks as 
to the present status of 
the negro and some prophecies.as to, 
his future. From the sombre and al- 
most hopeless tone of Mr. Gayarre’s 
article we are inclined to believe that 
his views as to the future of the black 
race in the south take color to a too 
large degree from the unhappy politi- 
cal surroundings from which Louisiana 
is just emerging; we are inclined to 
believe that his conclusions are 
the result of reflection made morbi:! by 
the almcst utter desolation wrought in 
his fair state by relentless poiiticai har- 
pies and restless and irresponsible 
vagabonds, rather than the result of ac 
tual observation. Otherwise, the con- 
dition of the negro in Louis- 
iapa@ is far worse and his 
prospects far more gloomy than 
the vondition and prospects of the 
n¢gro in Georgia. It isto be borne in 
miud, however, that the un-American 
society of Louisiana has in many ways 
unfavorably affected the race in that 
state. The lassitude and languor were 
imitated by the negroes until the imi- 
tation became constitutional, so that 
when emancipation fell upon the blacks 
with the cruel suddenness of 
& casualty or a conynuision, the 
enervation inherited from their sur: 
ronndings developed into numerous 
gaucheries, both political and relig- 
ious. 

W hatever the condition of the negro 
in Louisiana—and it is p'ainly appa- 
rent thet Mr. Gayarre w fies from the 
stand-point of a Louisiauan— we do 
not join the distinguished historian in 
hisgloomy forebodings as to the future 
of the negro as a race. True, be has 
not made much progress, even iu 
Georgia where the influences by 
which he has been surrounded ducing 
the past ten years have been excep- 
tionably kindly and favorable; but it 
must be borne in mind, especially by 
one who, like Mr. Gayarre, has made a 
specialty of tracing the growth of peo- 
ples and of states, that the progress of 
a race is necessarily slow and painful. 
Especially must this be the case with 
the negro who, at the 
very outset of his career, while yet 
as helpless as an infant, awoke one 
fine morning to find himself clothed 
in the garments of citizenship that had 
been woven by civil'zation only after

SOWING WHEA ?, 


Agriculiural Editeur Constitution - 
There are three imporiant things to be 
avoided in raising wheat:s:rust, smat 
and sprirg frest-. Great care should 
be obeerved in the selection of seed, 
which shouid be saved from ripe wheat. 
Belore sowing, the seed shouid by ail 
means be run tarough a fan, blowing 
out all smail, unmatured grains. The 
wheat should then be well svaked in 
bluestone, and all grains that swim o: 
rise to the top of the water, thrown out. 
The land tor waeat should be broken 
very deep and if possible to do so, 
should be subsviled and well puiverized 
with a barrow. When we bave dry 
weather duripg the month of May, it 
aimost insures good yielus of wheat, 
which to my mind is cunclusive evi~ 
cence that it requires dry soil. Any 
luw lands or soil that retain water on 
the surface, shcud not only be sub- 
soiled but broken ia twelve feet lands, 
leaving the last finishing furrow of the 
lund open, which should point or 
empty into low places torun the water 
off. Then nothing is equai for large 
vields to the grain. Driii with guano 
attachment, using two hundred pounds 
of good ammoniated manure per acre. 
lo absence of the grain drill, the land 
should be prepared as above stated, 
sowing not less than twenty-tive bush- 
éis of cotton seed and as much more as 
you see proper or haye the ceed to 
spare, up to fifty or sixty bushels per 
acre) Aad with Share’s coulter harrow 
(which no farmer shouid be without), 
after sowing the wheat with the cottou 
seed on the top of the broken beds or 
lands, barrow in the wheat and cotton 
seed.

We take. pleasure in answering our 
contemporary. There is no reason why 
any of this property at Milledgeville 
shoud be lost to the state. In the ex- 
tension of our educational system, the 
old capitol could, with great advantage 
to the public, and still greater advan- 
tage to that city, be converted into an 
agricultural college, which would be 
worth more to Milledgeville in one year 
than the capital would be in ten. If 
not, then asan asylum for insane ne- 
groer, for which humanity already cries 
aloud, 

Milledgeville has prospered more in 
the ten years it has been without the 
capital than it did in the twenty years 
immediately preceding its lose; in such 
& progressive town there should 
be no difficulty in dis- 
posing of the executiye mansion ata 
fair price, especially it Milledgeville 
should be wise enough to abandon her 
iasane desire for the capital and strike 
for the agr.cultural college.

you for publication, which is as follows: 
Piace the hogs ina lot where they can 
yet no water, also, place a vessel there 
in which to give them following pre~ 
scription, viz: Soap suds one quart, 
Sweet oil one gill to ech hog. Don’t 
have the soap suds very strong, if you 
do it will attect the oil. Feed the hog 
on moistened wheatbran. If the hog 
is too sick to drink voluntarily the 
above prescription, you can drench 
him, which will answer if the hog is 
not too far gone.

OPC@NA FORFEITS. 


A Wise Candy-Man—WHow Eight 
Daughters Can be Made to Pay— 
Crystallized Cupids and Cream Ve 
npuses—What the Girls Mean When 
They Say “No Junk.”

Our southern girls are pretty smart! 
They know all the little ways of society. And 
schooled in a poverty that is entirely honorable, 
are schooled in the devices of fashion, and can 
eke out their scanty wardrobes with the wisest 
of theirsex. But there is a shr.wdness lately 
develop d among the New York girls that 
passes beyond their scheming. 

A reporter of the Sun has hada talk with a 
fancy candy man; an old veteran sugar-stick 
that had been fn the buisiness so long that

whea he cried, and he was odorous with the 
fi:vor of bon bons, and powdered over gently 
until he looked like a marsh-ma!low drop 

He was discussing the mys‘eries of the candy 
trade, and finally stumbled upon that plessant 
and platonic game called philoj@aa. In the 
south we have considered this gentie exercise a 
pastime. Its forfeit was usually a kiss—its 
practice thus foliowi: g its etymological bint, 
whics points to—a “‘love punishment” In the 
north, however, it has grownto be a practical! 
business. The girls up there waste no time with 
kisses, which are lost in the gust of ecstacy that 
brings them, but settle down to hard-pan on 
the philoj cena. 

But we wiil let our saccharine prophet tell the 
story in his own way. And, by the way, we 
don’t mind sugge+ting that our ingenious girls 
might learn somethiug useiul by reading what 
follows We shall see the beginning of a new 
era, when we hear our girls chidiugly remark- 
ing to our boys, “Nojunk, now, George.’ 

But read what the candy-man says: 

“Oh, the boxed candy business | as all spruaog 
up out of the puilophe ua people.” 

“The what?’ 

“Philopeua~—you koaow what that ie, don’t 
you?”’ 

‘Why, yes; it’s a child’s game of forfeits, 
played with double almonds, the loser to paya 
gi:t called philcpceua.”’ 

“Child’s game? Psha! Children don’t know 
anything aboutit. It’s a reguiar busiesr.” 

‘*Repgular business! Yon astouish me. Piease 
exp!ain.”’ : 

‘Well, you see, some years ago ihe young 
women—it’s a young wWworman’s gume, and 
there’s always the same loser—the young women 
got to playing it pretty systematically, 

“Systematically? What do you 
that?’’ 

“Why, asa regular putup jovonthe young 
men. There wasan old gentoverin Lexington 
avenue—I forgot his name—who ied offin the 
business. He was a retired officer, or something, 
very genteel, but not very flush. He had eight 
danghters, stunning girls, and of course the 
house was overrun with gey young fellows. So 
the old man, who wanted to utilJiz: the girls in 
some way, struck the phil: peesa business, He 
got a berrel of almonds, and put ’em ali 
up tothe job.

‘““Ah!’’ remarked the merchant, ‘‘trade always 
ndaptsiteself tothe wants of the community. 
It was not long before the dealers b gan to ee!] 
double almonds at doubie prices. There have 
been for mamy yeers two or three places iu 
town where the father of a large family of girls 
cap buy his almonds with every guarantee that 
he is get'ing five huudred per cent on his ins 
vestment. But ( was trying to explain to you 
the paper Lox business. You see,when the 
dollar store failed to mect the question, there 
was a great demand for some kind of cheap and 
tasty article that could be used as a philopeena 
present. The first to meet the thing squarely 
were the paper makers and staiioners, They 
got hold of the ideaof putting up cheap sta- 
tiouery in bandsome paper boxes. It created a 
revolution. The retail sales went up a' a jump 
twenty-fiye per cent. Even the women that 
couldn't write bought paper and envelopes be- 
cauee they were in sach sweet boxes, and the 
stationery business was picked up by the dry 
good= men and fancy goods dealers. We felt it 
inour business at once. Thre has been a 
steady cemand for crystalized Cupids and 
cram but it euddenly stopped 
That was what let me into the philop«ena busi- 
ness. I made inquiries, and found that all the 
young men were buyipg boxes of paper. I eal- 
culated that the genteel families wou'd be overs 
stocked with tinted envelopes and mo »ogram 
notes inaboutsix months, and that then there 
would bea reaction Besides I agreed lo my-~ 
self, ii the papermakers cin providea philoprma 
for fifty ceuts, why can t I get up one for twenty- 
five cents? [f the women would accept pauper, 
which wasa luxury, why should they not ac- 
cept candy, which is a necessity — especially 
when I add the luxuryofabox'oit? That, 
sir is the way it came about. I got up my 
boxes at first with ‘Philoprena’in gold on the 
cover. I filled them with French bon bons 
worth a dollar a pound. The boxes wou'd 
hold about a quarter of a pound, and I got fifiy 
and seventy-five cents fortiiem. The rage for 
‘em was very great, and so I enlarged the busi- 
ness and improved the boxes.”’ 

‘ How did the thing work with the philoj wna 
peopice?”’ 

“Oh, I think it was a relief for the stationery 
business. You see, pink envelopes were get- 
ting to be a nuisance, Confectionery boxes 
have now come to bea branch of the business 
A lady who eats a philopceoa with a rentieman 
knows what toexpect, aud she generally g.ves 
him instruc ions whether it shall bo chocolate 
orcream. But, of course, it will hurt the phil 
oy ena business in the end.”’

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THE LIBRARY FAIR. 


A Card from President Hill. 


The fair for the benefit ofthe Young 
Men’s Library association will commence on 
Monday the 17th of December next. I deem it 
proper to give a brief statementof the present 
condition of the library, which will show the 
reason for our appeal to tbe generosity of our 
citizens in iis behalf. The idea is prevalent 
that the library isim a prosperous condition— 
too prosperour to justify an appeal for assist~ 
ance. Iam glad to say that the library is pros- 
perous, and {t ‘* our earnest wish to keep it so 
—to do so the fair is an absolute necessity. Lest 
February the library was removed to its present 
location. AS & Cons quence expenser have 
greatly increased, Our current ex; enses anuu- 
ally amount to e bout $3.40. This 
includes ‘salary ot librarian, rent, 
pep rs, binding, gas and incidentals, 
such as fuel and servant's hire. It docs notin- 
clude tbe necessary outluy in tbe purchase of 
new boots, which ought to amount to at least 
$1,000 a year. To meet these expenses we have 
the annua! dues from about six hundred paying 
members and the interest op the reserve fund 
of $5,000, amounting to $500. This makes our 
tutal receipts $2,990, to meet a current expendi” 
ture of $3 500. It will be seen from this simple 
statement thattne library is not yet self sup 
porting. How are we tO meet this ex- 
CC8s In expenses, and to satisfy 
the clamorous demand of our 
members for new b oks? We cannot do it by 
lectures, for they have proven a finuanciai failure. 
We ought to be able to do it by an increase in 
our membership, but we cannot, experience 
demonstrating that il mquires the utmost exer 
tion to keepeven in this respect. We cannot 
spend our reserve fund of five thousand dollars, 
because that has been set apart by the members 
of the library as a baildingfund; and if we 
could use it, we certainly would not, for such 
au act wouid be the heightof folly. Our great 
ambition is to add to this fund, so thatino the 
not far dietant future we may be enabled to 
erect a building of our owax—an ornement and 
honor to our city. So, #8 an absolu e 
_ecessity—to defray current expenses—to pur 
cbase new books demanded by our members— 
to keep the library at its present high standard 
of usefulness—to add to the building fund we 
must hold a fair each year, and will be ccm. 
pelied to do so for some time to come unless our 
ciuuzens unite themselves to the library, either 
as life orannual Members. The city of Atlanta 
ought to furnish at least one hundred life mem- 
bere—instead of which we have only six. There 
are twenty-five hundred men and womeu 
in Atlanta who ought to join as annu- 
al members—instead of which we dave 
only six hundred.

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A Convi'cing Keply to Goveraor 
Straw of New Hempshire. 


Editors Constitution: | notice in your 
pape: of recent date, extracts from some New 
Hampsbire pe pers giving the views of Governor 
Straw about the south asa manufacturing scc- 
tion, and among ihem, iu spsaking of colion 
factories, he is represented as saying: ‘* The 
character of the southern people unfits them for 
the seryice whic: a factory requires; the only 
people there, who ever do what we call a day’s 
work—ten or elcven hours—are the negroes ” 
The above extract seems 80 incorrect 
that l ask space to give some 
facts upon the subject of labor in 
the south, and some reasoOus why southern peo- 
ple are seemitugly so slow to invest money iu 
manufacturing enterprises. First, a word about 
labor. For more than thirty years! have been 
engaged in manufacturing. aod uniil the past 
seven years in the porth. A residence of seyen 
years in Atianta has given me a good opportu- 
nity and sufficient time to judge of the ciimate 
as @ healthful one for all classes of people, who 
engage in all kinds of labor. During nearly 
three years past I have been in charge of the 
Atlanta Rolling Mill company, employing about 
three hundred men. All of the skilled labor is 
done by § white men, largely natives 
of the south, and during the 
past three summers, the mii! has not been 
stopped a day, or the days’ work -hortened on 
account of excessive warm weather. The same 
may be said of our brick-masons, Carpenters and 
other class of mechanics exposed to the sun 
Yet, in the south sunstrokes are almost unheard 
of, while in northern cities they-are of daily 
occurrence in the extreme warm weather, A!! 
classes of mechanics in Atlanta work ‘“‘ten or 
eleven hours,’’ which Governor Straw admits, is 
a good day’s work by the New Hampsbire stand 
ard, and the more skillful in all branches 
of labor, ere white men, and IJargely 
natives of the south No, Mr. Editor, the rea 
s0Ou that manufactures are so few in the south 
is not bec use it would not be profitable but 
because southern people from the force of cir- 
cume@ances, siuce the War, have not had capital 
to invest, and the fewsouthern manufactu ries: 
conducted upon business principles have proved 
more profitabie than similar enterprises r orth 
for any Class of manufacturcs largely consumed 
in the south. The New England and middle 
states are emphatically manufacturing states, 
and almost their entire people are familliar 
with and identified with, some kind of mauu- 
facturing, and readily invest all their money in 
it. In all those states ten and eleven hcurs per 
day is the basis for work, and fix and seven per 
cent interest for money Our basis must surely 
approximate to their’s or they will surely draw 
our business. So long AS the 
manufacture in the rnorth east can command 
all the money he wants for one-half the interest 
a southern manulacturer hes to pay and use it 
the same hours per day it Would seem impossi- 
ble to compete successfully against New E.gland 
manufactures. But even with thia great dis 
advantage the south has advantages for man- 
ufacturing almost everything as cheap, and 
many things cheaper, than is possibie in New 
England, for we have uot only the cotton but 
labor, iron, coal, copper, aad a mild climate 
enabling us to successiully operate them at all 
seasous Of the year Our agricultura! interests 
are abundant to feei our own people, while 
New England has to be fed from the gransries of 
the uorthwest. Gov. Straw may be ignorant of 
the fact that a‘tlarge portion of the iron 
used in Cincianati, Cleveland, St. Lowis and 
many other sections north and west goes from 
Georgia and Alabama That Georgia pine is 
beginning to be targely used, even in New 
Ergiand, for building and various other pur- 
poses. I have no feelings but those of kindn«ss 
for Massachusetts, that is, no words but those 
of praise for her people. Massachusetts is my 
native state, and I have never failea to defend 
her people and her insi.utions when assai'ed in 
my hearing. I hope I may never fail with equal] 
siucerity to defend the peoodle and institutions 
of the state of my adoption. The pr judice of 
locality and the arts of politicians have failed 
most signally failed, to restore prosperity to 
the wir-blighted south, but I believe the signs 
of the times plainly indicate that the minds anu 
hearts of the people are shapening to peace‘ully 
aud harmoniousiy work out the destiny of this 
great mation. Siowly but steadily, and surely 
the surpins capital of the north is seeking in- 
vestmentin the south. The healthfulness of 
our c'imate, the productions of our soil, aud the 
determination of thousands of our native white 
population todo ‘“‘what We call a day’s work’’are 
the bestansWers to UGoyv. Straw's uatruthful 
charges against southern labor, aud the logic of 
the spindle and loom, the anvil and plow, and 
the noisy eloquence of manufactories daily 
being brought into existence, will, before the 
present generation shall piss away, make the 
south &@& manufaciuring center equal to New 
England; quietly subjue passion, consign re- 
Seutmentof our section against apother to ob« 
livion, and bind the people of the whole coun. 
try together, so that peace, white-winged and 
golden, shall be the heritage of our children to 
all generations. May it be so, and may Gov, 
Siraw be here to see it!
